raau, he would be very likely to give you, at 
lint, a dttbioui look; then, bow to you very po- 
litely; inquire' Quelle liqttur, Momnettrf and 
end by drinking you a 'tooct* to the Mississippi, 
or Home other huge body of water ' out West,' 
on the vague suspicion that, a* ' Young Ameri- 
ca,' you were endeavoring to perpetrate some 
iiatiunal pun on the word trcmper. Whereas, if 
you were to *ay Tra*g-pai*k-ioe (the true pro- 
nunciation of the gallicism in question, giving 
tbe naval sound to *g), without any intimation 
a* to vHat wa*' soaked,' he would resent it a* a 
national intuit, and immediately demand of you 
Kite gramde tiplieutum, or the satisfaction of 
'pistoli and coffee for two.' So much for the 
verbal criticiim upon 'Trempealeau.' 


A word or two, now, in reply to the reason* 


which the Smtintt give* for the use of tbe old 
Franco-Indian barbmritr* (for ' Trempealeau' is 
a eorrupttd galllolam) over 'the wornoot«laa- 
tic nomenclature of Now York, &c.' 


It will be conceded that a correct taste in re- 


gard to nomenclature can only be formed, like 
taat* In the fine art*, by a careful inspection of 
good modtle. To select a good Ciriitw* name 
from a barbarous one require* a* much a study 
of model*, a* it doe* to (elect a auperb painting 
or an elegant piece1 of sUtoary. In (ejecting 
the name* tf place*, while we should endeavor 
to retain a* many original Indian name* a* are 
(triking and eupb.oniuu«,~*we ihould reject all 
that are whimsical and barbarous. In a histor- 
ical point of view, some of the French name* 
adopted in this State are important and desira- 
ble; in a historical and traditional point of 
vivw, tome of the Indian name* are equally Im- 
portant, and fur more desirable. But to adopt 
a purely whimsical name, because it is French, 
or a barbarous one, because it U Indian, U to 
doom the nomenclature of the State to perpet- 
ual and irretrievable vulgarity. 


The only conceivable significance that can be 


given to ' Trempealoau ' i* low, wet, marsh 
land i and it i* Impossible to extort even that 
signification without supplying the ellipsis and 
correcting the orthography of the (jallioiinj.— 
Whereua, jtfuraAIand, Riohland, Oakland, — 
AftmAfleld, Kichfield, Oakfield, &c., are among 
the beat-derived appellation* in oar geogrnphi 
cal nomenclature. They are classic English, 
instead of mongrel French, and are preferable 
to any name* of like signification, either from, 
the Latin, Oreek, or French languages. The 
French deserves only tho third place among 
foreign languages a* an auxiliary to our own, 
and no name should be coined from that, or any 
other language, to the exclusion of tbe English 
' pure and undetiled,' unless with a perfectly- 
authorized meaning and legitimate use. We 
have name* enough that are abhorrent to good 
•ense and the Muie, without murdering a very 
qn'e*tionahle gallicism, to get a name that not 
more than one nian in a thousand in the State 
can pronounce correctly.
